But community leaders 
questioned about the plan by 
The CALL & POST were more 
skeptical. Although no one 
attacked the plan, the general 
grade given was an “I” -- for 


imcomplete. Individuals sur- 
veyed felt that there. remained 
serious/unanswered questions 
about the implications of the 
plan for integration and for 
quality education of Black 
children. 

Dr. James Hyre, Superin- 
tendent of the Columbus Pub- 
lic Schools, unveiled the’ plan 
September 9. The reorganiza- 
tion would add five schools to 
the city’s complement of 130 
and increase the number of 
alternative schools to 24 by the 
addition of, among others, a 
Montessori school at Brentnell 
Elementary; a Spanish Immer-

The plan will also reduce 
busing, in part by the gerry- 
mandering of school attend- 
ance zones to increase natural 
desegregation.

TUSKEGEE -- Tuskegee Univer- 
sity is dne of four Deep South uni- 
versities whose high-quality 
research and instructional pro- 
Orams in engineering and science 
has resulted in substantial fiinding 
as a “Center of Excellence” by the 
United States Office of Naval 
Research. » 

This highly coveted designation 
was the object of fierce and open 
competition by a large number of 
adh across the country. 
With multi-million dollar support, 
the designation as a Center of 
Excellence will enable scientists at 
Tuskegee University to start work 
in mid-September on the manu- 
facture of high quality composite 
materials designed for high tem- 
perature and high stress applica- 
tions. These new materials will be 
used for outer space as well as for 

‘earth-based activities, as de- 
termined ‘by the U.S. defense 
departmert. 

The research work is being con- 
ducted with the support of a five- 
year, $2.25 million grant from the 
U.S. Office of Naval Research.

Dr. Shaik Jeelani, associate dean 
of the School of Engineering and 
Architecture at Tuskegee and the 
project's principal investigator, said 
the grant is one of the largest ever 
awarded the historically Black 
college. 

Tuskegee will receive about a 
$450,000 a year under terms of the 
grant. The materials to be manu 
factured during the research, Jee- 
lani said, will be new and govern- 
ment users will have to determine 
the applications. However, he said, 
the Tuskegee researchers will be

This message is 
ch different than that sent 
r years from Hollywood and 
e news media, glamorizing 
rugs and seeking to portray 
the use of cocaine, for example, 
as the drug of the sophisticated 
and successful person. 
Such a portrayal of cocaineis 
false, misleading, and detri- 
imental to many of our young 
‘people who are highly im- 
l oressionable. 
The truth is that cocaine can 
kill you. And the two most 
recent examples of that, both 
highly publicized, are Len Bias 
and Don Rogers. This is a mes- ° 
sage which many of our young 
people will understand, and | 
convinced will be pro- 
oundly affected by it. 
'' Clearly, the deaths of two star 
athletes, or a Hollywood star, or 


‘B iany other single person, won't 


stop young people from using 


drugs. But it will influence some 
young people not to use drugs 
and that is a supreme value not 
only to those who will be 
deterred but to society as well. 

The author of the article, Dr. 
Faulkner, fails to draw-a clear 
line between the education and 
counseling of those who have 
never used drugs versus cur- 
rent drug abusers. If America is 


to ultimately win this fight 
against drugs, it will be won 
through the prevention of first 
use of drugs and not the treat- 
ment of drug addiction once it 
has occurred. 

Prevention of first use can be 
achieved substantially through 
well-structured and truthful 
drug abuse awareness and 
prevention programs in our 
homes, schools, churches, and 
communities. Our children and 
grandchildren deserve that 
from us and it is our responsibil- 
ity as parents, educators, reli- 
gious leaders, law enforcement 
officials, public elected offi- 
cials, and the news media to 
make sure they get that 
education. 


The key to solving the drug 
abuse problem in America is 
prevention. Through educatio- 
nand sincere concern, we can 
prevent many of our young 
people from ever using drugs. 
Prevention of first use will result 
ultimately in the reduction of 
the demand for drugs in our 
community. And while America 
must do much more than help 
our children and. grandchildren 
to “Just Say No” to drugs, 
unless we do that successfully, | 
don't believe we will win the war 
against drugs in America.

American student of Eastern 
culture. He pointed out that 
“In Japan thecompanyis 
dealt with from a family pers- 
pective; therefore the loyalty, 
commitment, and services is 
unsurpassed anywhere in the 
world.” 

The issues of loyalty, com- 
mitment, and services may be 
more important, if not as im- 
portant, as jobs when we stop 
to look at the realities of a 
competitive market place. 

Jobs are created by en- 
trepreneure seeking to pro- 
vide a service for profit. Jobs 
are maintained by a commit- 
ted and disciplined labor 
force. 

As the movie “Gung-Ho” 
suggests, we Americans are 
too laidback and uncommit- 
ted to our task. This may be a 


natural ramification of bring _ 


number one -- you become 
complacent, if not spoiled. 

So we want and need at 
least $5.00 amhéur to begin to 
make it. We are granted $3.25. 
We are mad and dissatisfied. It 
shows in the poor quality of 
our work. No one wants to buy 
our products, so the firm goes 
out of business. 

International investments 
are soaring because people in 
Seoul, Korea will work for 
$1.35 an hour, do an excellent 
job; produce an excellent pro- 
duct which sells every place in 
the world--including America. 
So they get the business con- 
tracts while we perish. 

Clearly, | see Americans as 
starting over again. | am afraid 
many of our egos won't be 
able to adjust. | totally agree 
with John E. Jacob, we must 
organize to support, comfort 
and_ aid one another in this 
evolutionary process. 

This is not just a Black Peo- 
ple's problem -- its an Ameri- 
can problem; but Blacks are 
always hit hardest.

‘It is nonsense to expect the 
tenants of public housing to 
pay for the waste of the 
management. te 

Today’s paper is full of dou- 
ble talk about the impending 
utility bill changes which are 
described as “lowering rent”, 
and “benefit for the average 
tenant.” This is the second 
attack which follows the 
attempt to redetermine rent 
on an interim basis instead of 
once a year. Both attempts are 
misguided for they punish the 
residents for the waste of the 
Management. 

Instead of looking to the 
tenants who are poor and 
incidentally, guaranteed a

. Safe, sanitary and decent 


housing by federal and state 

law, we must look at the 

unconscionable waste of the 

Authority. It would not take 

long to change the financial 

picture. 

Any objective review, aided 
by the tenants who know more 
about these things than any 
one ‘- will result in a very 
substantial recoupment of 

abandoned funds and econ- 
omies which would make this 
Authority financially sound. 

Why hasn't the Authority 
reclaimed at least $30,000 in 
eviction deposits since 1982 
which could be put to use? 

, Why doesn't the Authority 
look at the lady’s condition at 
Bellaire which has caused her 
to deposit rent in the court, 
which now amounts to $4,000. 

Both the above ladies pay 
their rent dutifully to the 
Municipal Court and the 
Housing Authority seems to 
find it impossible to pay them 
small claim or adjust their 

reasonable request for main- 
tenance in order to gain most 
of the funds back. 

Why does the CMHA con- 
tinue to heat.and furnish elec- 
tricity to 13 abandoned units 
which are not even secured 
from prowlers, dope pushers 
and squatters? 

Why has Mr. James been 
allowed to double the staff 
since he arrived with little or 
no increase in services? 

Why can you go into an 
estate and see 3 idle clerks in 
an office who insult a tenant 
who approaches them with a 
problem after which they 
return to idleness?

Book review: : 
Biography of Black historian--George Washington Williams 


John Hope Franklin's “George 
Washington Williams: A Bio- 
graphy,” is the culmination of 


_nearly forty years of sporadic 


research into the life of a very elu- 
sive individual. Although George 
Washington Williams was the first 
individual to write a serious, 
widely circulated history of Black 
Americans, and deserves recogni- 
tion for that fact alone, he has been 
generally ignored by American 
historians. This biographical 
study is John Hope Franklin's 
attempt at resurrecting a most 
interesting personality. 

George Washington Williams 
was born October 16, 1849 in Bed- 
ford, Pennsylvania. When the 
Union Army was finally forced to 
accept Black recruits in 1864, Wil- 
liams “set his age up” and enlisted. 


After the war, he attended Newton 
Theological Institute in Massa- 
chusetts. While at Newton, he mar- 
ried Sarah Starrett, the twenty-one 
year old daughter of a Chicago 
barber, and after graduation in 
June, 1874, he and his wife moved 
to Boston where Williams 
accepted the pastorate of the city's 
leading Black religious institution, 
the Twelfth Baptist Church. 
Despite the years of theological 
study and training, he soon found 
the life of a minister too confining. 
Within the year he resigned and 
moved to Washington, D.C. to 
pursue another dream as a news- 
paper editor and publisher. With 
the support of Frederick Douglass 


Cooper is facing some difficulties 
among Black voters. Many Blacks have 
tied Ohio Republicans to the national 


and William Lloyd Garrison, two of _ 
the most important individuals in 
the old abolitionist movement, Wil- 
liams founded “The Commoner,” a 
Black weekly, in September, 1875. 
His fling in the newspaper world 
was brief; “The Commoner” folded 
after eight issues. 

Franklin refers to’the failure of 
Williams’ paper as ’’a painful repe- 
tition of the fate of Black news- 
papers for more than half a cen- 
tury.” To‘his credit, Franklin’s 
analysis of the Black press and his 
skillful use of what he terms “this 
invaluable source” serves as a 
model for future explorations into 
the 19th century Black experience. 
It is also a tribute to Williams who 


perception of the Reagan administra- 
tion as being insensitive to Blacks. 
“Those perceptions are definitely 
there,” Cooper admits, but he argues,

Cooper finds hope in the perfor- 
mance of Republican Gov.

was a.pioneer in the use of the 
newspaper as a propaganda tool. 

After the failure of the news- 
paper, Williams: moved to Ohio 
where he studied law and where, in - 
1879, he was the first Black elected 
to the state legislature. But law and 
politics soon went the way of reli- 
gion and publishing; Williams was 
already deep into the study and 
writing of Black history. 

When George Washington Wil- 
liams published “A History of the 
Negro Race from 1619 to 1880,” 
his achievement was unique. Wil- 
liams provided what Franklin calts, 
“a sustained, coherent account of 
the experiences of the Negro peo- 
ple.” Another Black intellectual, 


vote. “White Republicans are realizing 
there is an important group they're try-

“There is opportunity for Blacks” in

W.E.B. DuBois, one of the few 
scholars who knew Williams’ work 
prior to the publication of this bio- 
graphy, referred to the “History” 
as a splendid narrative.” 

Written at the end of the Recon- 
struction era, in an atmosphere 
charged with racial hatred and 
filled with white assumptions of 
Black inferiority, “A History of the 
Negro Race” was a remarkable 
achievement. Where the author 
was Criticized by reviewers it was 
frequently because he lacked 
credibility; he was not a profes- 
sionally trained historian. 

Weil versed in his African herit- 
age, Williams moved from the role 
of scholar to that of propagandist 


U.S. and South Africa unite against Black 


South Africa and the United 
States have clearly perfected the 
old one-two punch against the 
independent Blatk states of 
southern Africa. 

The “front-line” states recently 
called for sanctions against South 
Africa, at great risk to their own 
economic survival. And, as a 
result, they have become the 
object of increased efforts to des- 
tabilize their countries from both 
South Africa and the U.S. 

South Africa threw the first 
punch by increasing import taxes 
and setting up a blockade, a most 
effective move since the only over- 
land trading route for these Black 
“front-line” countries goes 
through South Africa. And, of 
course, South Africa insured this 
by bombing construction of the 
Tanzam railway, which would 
have by-passed that racist regime. 


Now the Reagan administration 
has delivered another below-the- 
belt punch by announcing that it 
will halt all new U.S. aid to Zim- 
babwe, a key “front-line” country. 
This means that Zimbabwe, which 
borders South Africa, will be 
deprived of $33 million in critical 
U.S. aid at a time when itis fighting 
for its very life. 

And what reason did the Reagan 
administration give for its deci- 
sion? Well, back in July a Zimbab- 
wean cabinet minister criticized 
this country’s refusal to impose 
sanctions against South Africa. 
Now, 2 months alter, the admini- 
stration labels the criticism a lack 
of ‘diplomatic civility” on Zim- 
babwe’s part and uses it as an 
excuse to cut Zimbabwe off at the 
knees. 

The severance of aid to Zim- 
babwe at this critical time is con- 
sistent, however, with overall U.S. 
policy in southérn Africa. For the 
Administration also arms and

It has become clear that con- 
structive engagement is more than 
a policy which affects’ (or more 
appropriately, which supports) the 
apartheid regime of South Africa. 
More broadly, constructive 
engagement is also designed to 
topple the independent Black 
nations of southern Africa 
because they refuse to back this 
country’s inhumane policies there. 

The arrogant racism of the Rea- 
gan administration's Africa policy 
is simply an extension of its racist 
domestic policy. The same folks 
who are trying to cut affirmative 
action and minority. Small Busi- 
ness Administration set-asides 
-here are also trying to overthrow 
legitimate Black governments 
over there. 

This is why Jesse Jackson's

Efficiency and realism mean 
food for America’s hungry 


By Sherman N. Mitler 


The classic debate of “guns or 
butter” raises the danger of many 
American people, whenever the 
US Government's priority pendu- 
lum swings towards significant 
increases in the military budget. 
As a proponent of a strong mil- 
itary, | have found myself carrying 
the military's banner under the 
presupposition that we must trade 
off some poverty programs to pre- 
serve this Nation’s strength. Yet, 
the “Hands Across America” de- 
monstration forced me to reassess 
my assumption of guns or butter 
and not both. 

| seriously doubted my premise 
when | read David Evans’ article, 
“The Ten Commandments of 
Defense Spending,” published in 
the Winter 1985 issue of “Parame- 
ters, Journal of the US Army War 

College." Three of these com- 
mandments were enough to con- 
vince me that America can have a 
very strong military and fight 
hunger at the same time. 

“The defense budget, like the

universe, will expand forever,” 
proclaims Evans. “...Every year the 
Pentagon spews out a new Five-

military budget of 292 billion dol- 
lars for fiscal 1987, then a $30 bil- 
lion yearly increase is approxi- 
mately 10 percent per year.

Evans offers a disquieting 
example to make his requirements 
expansion point. “...After years of 
watching the officer ranks, swell, 
especially in the senior grades, 
Congress in 1980 énact&d the 
Defense Officer Personnel Man- 
agement Act, which established 
ceilings for each officer rank. As 
soon as it was published, those 
services with fewer officers than 
allowed promptly raised their billet 
‘requirements to equal the permit- 
ted number of majors and

It is essential that we combat Mr. 
Reagan's fantasy interpretation of 
the South African situation with 
the grim reality: And the reality is 
that unless this country steps up-- 
rather than withholding--its aid to 
the independent states of south- 
ern Africa, those countries will fall

Evans’ commandments suggest 
that the military is accentuating a 
never-ending doom and gloom 
scenario. In his second com- 
mandment, Evans contends that 
military planners “estimate the 
threat on a worst-case-basis; 
budget to meet it on a best-case- 
basis.” Such pessimistic assess- 
ments offer little solace to diehard 
American idealists, so |, as one, 
have been eager to see more 
money pumped into the military. 

Nonetheless, Evans offers some 
recommendations that the military 
should adopt to save money, there- 
by freeing funds to fight hunger in 


‘ America. “Don't allow planners to 
assume an unrealistically high 


growth, rate in future detense 


budgets...,"" declares Evans. 
‘Reward austerity... Reduce 
overhead...” 


Although his ideas will save 
money, Evans points out how 
human nature can deter their 
acceptance. “...A service that pro- 
posed an austere, low-cost wea- 
pon to replace one twice as expen-

When the foreman of the 
grand jury which handed down 
indictments of two Democratic 
fundraisers was accused Of vio- 
lating the secrecy of the grand 
jury, who did she call on? Who 
else? 

“| heard she contacted me 
because she knew | wouldn't 
be bought off,’’ and not 
because he is a well-known 
Republican lawyer,” James 
asserted. 

But whether friend or foe, all 
can agree: Larry James is one 
of the most outspoken Black 
attorneys in Columbus in some 
time. 

One of James’ longest- 
running battles was his feud 
with Jim Ready, former presi- 
dent of the Columbus Bar 
Association, about its seem- 
ingly indifference to the needs 
Of the Black community. 

““l think it was a question of 
sensitivity,” James recalled. “It 
was a philosophical difference. 

lim was taking a position that 
the bar was there to serve its 
membership rather than the 
community.” He endorsed the 
recent selection of Ben Zacks 
to run the bar, calling him “as 
community-minded a presi- 
dent as we've ever had,” James 
said. 

James has continued to 
attack the lack of Black 
partners in the major white law 
firms in the city. Today, only 
about 7 of the several hundred 
persons considered partners in 
the city’s top white law firms 
are Black, and James says that 
is due to “a lack of opportunity 
to grow and excell, and a reluc- 
tance on the established law 
firms to look at hard work,” and 
not background, as a criterion 
for success.

“There's been a ton of white 
law partners that came in and 
failed,” James argues. “That 
didn't stop them from hiring 
others.” 

James also noted that “some 
people worried about their 
image, and how clients would 


» respond” to a Black attorney. 


James added, however, that 
“it's a two-sided street, and 
we've got to keep knocking on 


those doors no matter how © 


many times we're rejected.” 
James, who is from the 
northern Ohio city of Elyria, 
came to Columbus after a sting 
in the administration of Cleve- 
land mayor Dennis Kucinich, 
who he still admires as “a 
bottom-line kind of guy” who 
“was needed for Cleveland.” 


But isn't the shift from a radi- 
cal Cleveland mayor to the 
conservative Republicanism of 
Greg Lashutka, the city attor- 
ney for whom he worked when 
he first came to Columbus in 
1978, quite a shift? 

Not for James. “Growing up, 
| never bought into anybody's 
program,'’ Jamesyargues, 
adding, ‘for the most part, 
there isn'ta dime of difference” 
between the parties. “We have 
to operate in some framework, 
and | chose to operate in this 
one.” 

“We shouldn't be pigeon- 
holed by politics,’’ James 
added. ‘‘The people who 
design candidates for mass 
media are playing on our wea- 
kness and prejudices.” 

“| refuse to submit and 
reduce my thinking to that.” 

What does the future hold for 
James? At one point, he was 
looking at the possibility of 
running for attorney general 


against popular Democratic 
incumbent Anthony Cele- 
brezze, but he decided against 
the run. 

“t really don't know" what the 
future holds, James says. “I've 
always worked and planned to 
end up at the top. I’m going to 
work hard, and at'some pointin 
time in the future hopefully 
enjoy the fruits of my labors.”

housing opportunities for 
members of the Black com- 
munity.” 

She taught in the Columbus 
and Oberlin public schools for 
a total of 17 years and was the 
only woman elected to the 
charter commission when 
Oberlin first became a city. 

A practicing attorney, 
Crosby owns and operates the 
Crosby Funeral Home and 
Crosby Custom Realty, both 
located at 2323 E: 5th Ave. 


Crosby said she is “happy to 
have been chosen for this 
award.” 

She believes her “continu- 
ous battle for integration” was 
one of the reasons why she was 
inducted into the Hall of Fame. 
She “fought to get the first 
Black family into Cumberland 
Ridge in the early 1960's” and 


“fought to develop and inte- 


grate a three block area of cus- 
tom built homes in Oberlin.” 

Nationally renowned actress 
Ruby Dee is best remembered 
for such performances as “A 
Walk Through the 20th Cen- 
tury,” “Roots: The Next Gener- 
ation,” “A Raisin in the Sun,” 
and “The Jackie Robinson 
Story.” 

Dee and her husband Ossie 
Davis teamed up on “The Ossie 
Davis and Ruby Dee Story 
Hour,” which was broadcast 
over the National Black Net- 
work from 1974-78. 

She has published the poetry 
anthology, “Glowchild,” the 
play, “Take It From the Top” 
and a regular column for the 
NEW YORK AMSTERDAM 
NEWS. 

In 1977, Wattleton became 


the first woman, the first Black 
and the youngest person to 
head the PPFA. 

After receiving her nursing 
degrees, she began a public 
health career as assistant 
director of the Dayton Health 
Department, where she estab- 
lished neighborhood prenatal 
care clinics and programs for 
teenagers. 

Later, as the executive direc- 
tor of Planned Parenthood of 
Dayton, Steinbacher said, 
“Wattleton devoted herself to 
increasing and improving the 
services offered so that Dayton 


* area women and their families 


could have quality medical 
care regardless of their income 
and race.” 

The Dayton Planned Parent- 
hood affiliate tripled in size and 
number of Services offered 
under her leadership. 

Wattleton received several 
awards including “One of the 
80 Women to Watch in the 
1980's from MS. MAGAZINE. 

During his address to the 
2,000 persons attending the 
Hall of Fame ceremony, 
Celeste emphasized Adminis- 
tration’s women’s records. 

He pointed out how his 
Administration has worked for 
pay equity for women in state 
government, expanded and 
improved child care, is working 
to halt domestic violence, is 
expanding job training pro- 
grams for women, is providing 


support for female entrepre- ° 


neurs, and has women placed 
in key policy making positions 
within state government. 
Although Celeste was tout- 
ing his womens’ record, he 


says “we must do more.” 

The Governor wants to

and job training for women, 
increase their ability to com- 
pete in the job market, improve 
support for families, and create 
an environment in which 
women, children and the 
elderly no longer need to fear 
physical violence.”

Friendly faces, good food 
help make lunch enjoyable

Every day, more Franklin 
County senior citizens dis- 
cover that there is a friendly 
place nearby where they can 
get a nutritious, filling lunch 
that costs less than anywhere 
else in town. It's not a restau- 
rant, nor a Cafeteria. It's one of 
24 dining centers operated by 
Community Health and Nurs- 
ing Service (CHNS), a United 
Way agency. 

CHNS serves full lunches 
every day of the year to more 
than 900 people aged 60 and 


‘ older at centers located 


throughout the county. The 
cost of the meals is based 
solely on people’s ability to pay 
and is considered a “dona- 
tion.” 

If on some days diners can 
pay only part of the suggested 
donation but on other days 
they can pay the full amount, 
they are still welcome every 
day and no one will ever know

The suggested donation for 
those who can afford it is $1 per 
meal, much lower than the 
same food would cost at a res- 
taurant and lower even than it 
would cost to prepate at home. 

One of CHNS'’s busiest and 


friendliest dining centers is at | 


the 1100 E. Broad St. Senior 
Citizens Recreation Center 
next to the Jenkins Terrace 
housing complex. Lunches are 
served there every day at 11:30 
a.m. to about 55 people from 
Columbus’ near-east side. and 
Mt. Vernon Plaza neighbor 
hoods. 

“It's a lot ofwork, but it’ salso 
a lot of fun,” said Ruby Comer. 
Ruby supervises seven volun- 
teers, ‘angels as she calls 
them, whos et up and arrange 
tables, help hand out the meals 
and offer warm and caring 
conversation to regulars and 
newcomers alike. 


“l-spend time at every table 
catching up on the latest sto- 
ries in the neighborhood, and | 
try to make new people feel 
right at home by introducing 
them to others,” said Ruby her- 
self a retired teacher from the 
Southwestern City Schools. 

Cardinal Few, one of Ruby's 
seven “angels,"also likes the 
companionship. “Some of my 
best friends are here at the din- 
ing center,” he said, “and the 
food's good, too!” 

In fact, the food is so good 
and the dining centers so pop- 
ular that a national food indus- 
try magazine came to Colum- 
bus last year to find out how 
CHNS does it. The result was a 
12-page article stressing the 
need for more programs like it 

’ throughout the country. 

Officially called NICE (Nutri- 
tion Involving Community 
Elderly), CHNS’s dining center 
program owes a lot of its suc- 
¢ess to good planning and a 
specially-designed thermal 
tray that keeps side-by-side 
hot and cold foods at the right 


serving temperatures for 
hours. 

CHNS employs four full-time 
nutritionists who insure that 
the 1700 meals prepared each 
day for NICE and its sister ser- 
vice Meals-on-Wheels are well- 
balanced and contain the nut- 
rients senior citizens need 
most. Different entrees are fea- 
tured each day of the month, 
and sometimes special activi- 
ties are planned at the centers. 

Anyone aged 60 or older can 
take advantage of the NICE 
program simply by phoning 
294-2591 by 4 p.m. the day 
before a lunch is wanted. The 
CHNS staff members who 
answer the phone help callers 
figure out which center is most 
convenient for them and, in 
special cases, can arrange 
transportation to and from 
several of the dining centers. 

The 1100 E. Broad St. dining 
center is conveniently located 
on the COTA bus line at the 
corner of East Broad Street 
and 20th Street. Parking is free 
in a lot across the street from 
Jenkins Terrace for those who 
prefer to drive. 

Besides the NICE program 
and Meals-on-Wheels, CHNS 
operates six low-cost nursing 
clinics (one of which is also 
located at 1100 E. Broad St.), a 
homemaker/home health aide 
service for the elderly and a 
program of regular in-home 
nursing visits. 

CHNS is one of 66 social ser- 
vice agencies funded, in part, 
by the United Way of Franklin 
County which kicks off its 1986 
fundraising campaign Sept. 9. 

The 1986 campaign theme 
“Share Your Love" is an 
appropriate one for the thou- 
sands of central Ohio residents 
who contribute money to the 
annual fund drive, and itis also 
a call to senior citizens 
throughout Franklin County to 
share their love and laughter 

with one another through pro- 
grams like those offered by 
CHNS at the 1100 E. Broad St. 
recreation center.

Task force probes attacks by youths

Columbus police know of six 
possible suspects, but have not 
charged anyone in connection 
with the Sept. 12 alleged attack 
by some teenagers on Timothy 
E. Shaw, 19, a security guard 
_~_and East High School graduate. 

Lt. John Rockwell, com- 
mander of the Juvenile Vio- 
lence Task Force, said Tues- 
day: “We are familiar with a lot 
of people involved in that stab- 
bing, and we are still investigat- 
ing the case.” 

Shaw was attacked in front 
of a friend's house on Gilber 
Avenue, according to police. 

Rockwell said some of the 
suspects in that attack are 
known gang members. 

Shaw was released from 
Mercy Hospital Sept. 15 after 
surgery. He was stabbed in the 
lag, buttock and kidney whena 
group of teenagers attacked 
him as he was walking to his 
carSept. 12. Shaw could not be 
reached for comment at The 
CALL & POST edition time. 

The attack on Shaw was the 


second in six days on the East- 
side, according to police. 

On Sept. 11, Michael Eugene 
McBroom, 26, of Wilson 
Avenue, was stabbed and 
slashed repeatedly in the face, 
neck and arm, reportedly by a 
group_of up to12-teenagers 
who attacked him outside an 
Easiside carryout. 

McBroom, who underwent 
surgery at Grant Hospital, was 
released Saturday (Sept. 13), 
according to a hospital 
spokesperson 

Lt. Rockwell told The CALL 
& POST that some of the same 
teenagers were involved in 
both attacks on the two men. 
He said Columbus police hom- 
icide detectives are still inves- 
tigating the stabbing of 
McBroom. 

Homicidé Sgt. John Cheru- 
bini-said detectives have been 
working “around the clock” in 
an effort to track down sus- 
pects in that stabbing. 

“Weare trying to identify 
suspects before any charges 
are filed,’ Cherubini said. “At

east corner of the intersection 
of Garfield and Mt. Vernon 
Avenues as a home for the King 
Center, the master redevelop- 
ment plan includes improved 
freeway access, realignment of 
two streets, construction of a 
city park, relocation of a public 
ligrary branch, and construc- 
tion of several private com- 
mercial and residential apart- 
ment buildings,” Kambon said. 

Although the city is inti- 
mately involved in many 
aspects of the overall devel- 
opment plan, only a small por; 
tron of the project costs will 
Gome from municipal funds, 
Kambon explained. 

::“Taken as a whole, the rede- 
vatopment plan is like a huge 
jtgsaw puzzle being put 
together by a family of people,” 
Kambon said. “The city--with 
gojne financial support from 
the: state and federal govern- 
mé@nts--is putting in- place 
those parts of the puzzle which 
it:fightly should, such as the 
freeway ramps, street im- 
pravements and the gateway 
park. Putting the entire picture 
together is going to take mas- 
give amounts of support and 
involv ent from other 
members of the family--non- 
profit church and civic organi- 
zations, commercial interests, 
homeowners and concerned 
citizens from throughout the 
community at large.” 

: A key element of the rede- 
velopment plan is the con- 
struction of entrance and exit 
ramps to and from I-71 at E. 
Long-Street and Spring Street, 
and anew roadway connecting 
the west end of Mt. Vernon 
Avenue to Spring Street. The 
ramps--an eastbound exit 
ramp onto Spring Street from 
1-71 South and an entrance 
ramp to I-71 North from a 
westoound lane on E. Long 
Street--have recently been 
completed and are already in 
use. The project was com- 
pleted on schedule at a total 
cast of about $600,000. Ninety 
percent of the cost will be paid 
by: federal funds, nine percent 
by: the State of Ohio, and the 
remaining one percent by the 
city, Kambon said. 

Construction of the -new 
roadway is progressing on 
gchedule and is set for comple- 
tion by the end of November at 


a total cost of about $1-million, . 


Kambon said. The roadway, 
which constitutes a recon- 
struction and realignment of 
Spring Street east of Hamilton 
Avenue and St. Clair Avenue 
south of Mt. Vernon Avenue, 
will be named for Martin Luther 
King. 

‘The purpose of these 
improvements is to improve 
access to and from the inter- 
state and the Downtown busi- 
ness district, thereby, making 
the area more attractive to 
commercial development and 
more convenient for people to 
live, work and shop,” Kambon 
explained. 

“The general decline of this 
area is due in large part to 
government action and inac- 
tion, including limiting access 
to the freeway system so as to 
isolate the district from the rest 
of the city. So it is entirely 
appropriate that the city, state 
and federal governments 
undertake to correct these 
problems’ in this manner,” 
Kambon'said. 

Another part of the “jigsaw 
puzzle” to be put in place by 
public funds is a $200,000 city 
park to be located adjacent to 
the King Center on a 1.1 acre 
site. The park is to be named 
for the late Mrs. Mayme Moore, 
a civil rights advocate and a 
key figure in the growth of the 
local NAACP chapter. Mrs. 
Moore's grandson, State Rep. 
Otto Beatty Jr., an attorney 
has: donated $10,000 toward 
the park's construction, Kam- 
bon revealed. 

Construction of the Mayme 
Moore Park is scheduled to 
begin in the spring of 1987 and 
be completed in about two 
months. Among the prominent 
features of the park will be a 
sculpture--the “Let Freedom 
Ring" belltower--commemora- 
ting Dr. King’s historic March 
on Washington address, and 
an ampitheatre for outdoor 
concerts and other public 
events. 

“The Mayme Moor Park will 
rival Bicentennial Park in 
Downtown Columbus in aes- 
thetic beauty and historic sig- 
nificance, and will be an impor- 
tant element in making this 
area a more comfortable place 
to live,” said Kambon.

Representatives of the 
state's five pension funds have 
met with Gov. Richard F. 
Celeste’s personal emissary to 


discuss Celeste’'s goal of div 


esting the state’s pension sys- 
tems of the $4:1 billion in 
assets of companies doing 
business with South Africa. 

However; the pension sys- 
tems remain opposed to the 
divestment calls from Gov. 
Celeste and the state's 
legislators. 

In an. earlier letter, Gov. 
Celeste had requested that the 
State’s pension trustees meet 
with William G. Sykes, Director 
of the Ohio Department of 
Administrative Services and a 
trusted Celeste cabinet 
member, to discuss ways. the 
pension systems can divest. 
However, according toa report 
in the Columbus Dispatch, the 
president of the largest system 
(The Public Employees 
Retirement System), Walter 
Kyle, a Black, said “I don't think 
the meeting changed any- 
body’s mind. Maybe it polar- 
ized people even more.’ 

The pension boards have 
made some actions against the 
racist system of apartheid 
which oppresses Blacks in 
South Africa. The School

economic opportunities.” 
However, the resolution did 
not call for divestment, but for 
the system to consider remov- 
ing its funds from companies 
which did not subscribe to the 
Sullivan principles. The Sulli- 
van principles, created by a 
Black board member of 
General Motors, call for equal 
pay for equal work, an end to 
segregated workplaces, and 
training, education and promo- 
tional, opportunities for Blacks 
in South Africa. Almost all the 
companies now doing busi- 
ness in South Africa are signa- 
tory to the Sullivan principles. 
In a prepared statement, 
Gov. Celeste said, “my com- 
mitment has consistently been 
to develop investment policies 
that are prudent and protect 
the beneficiaries of the pen- 
sion funds while dealing firmly 
with the social and moral injus- 
tice in South Africa.” 
in a related matter, the Cali- 
fornia legislature has passed 
and sent to Gov. George 
Deukmejian a bill which would 
institute a phased divestment 
of that state’s pension funds. 
In the Ohio legislature, HB 
22, sponsored by State Rep. 
C.J. McLin (D-Dayton), which 
would create a similar divest- 
ment program in Ohio, has 
passed the House and is await- 
ing hearings in the Senate. The 
bill has been stymied by State 
Sen. Oakley Collins (R- 
Ironton), chairman of the 
Senate Education and Retire- 
ment Committee.
